Where limited space re¬ 
quires heavy pruning to main¬ 
tain size, you are spoiling the 
beauty of forsythia and should 
consider replacing t with a 
smaller sized species. 

Total pruning will 'enew this 
plant in two seasons Cut this 
shrub to a stump in mediately 
after bloom. Allow the new 
shoots to grow freely. A few 
flowers will occur the next 
spring, but it require; two sea¬ 
sons to reach the full beauty of 
this shrub. 

Landscaping with For ;ythia 

Forsythia can read :he minds 
of nature beautifully to signal 
the arrival of spring i nd a new 
season. 

The blaze of yellow flowers 
Is only one character of this 
reliable landscape sh -ub. For¬ 
sythia is easy to t ansplant, 
easy to grow and will tolerate 
most any soil. Only d< ep shade 
or a pruning error wi I prevent 
it from flowering. A family of 
Forsythia varieties now is of¬ 
fered to fit a variety of situa¬ 
tions. Dwarfs are g own for 
ground covers and lov accent 
situations.' 

Some varieties have different 
tones of yellow for spec ial needs 
while others may be d :layed in 
blooming and create a longer 
season of bloom. All produce 
arching limbs but on* variety 
is very flexible to c reate a 
weeping character wjII used 
over walls and steep ajreas. 

tWarf varieties like "Bronx” 

• (Forsythia viridissimi) and 
“Arnold Dwarf ,r bre :wo feet 
high sprawling forsytnia well 
adapted for ground covers. 
Their vining character and root¬ 
ing of limbs as they touch the 
ground soon create a dense 
growth to prevent erosion. An¬ 
nual or Biannual mowing after 
bloom may be one way to prune 
them to maintain attractive 
plants and more uniform size. 
The “Arnold Dwarf” does not 
flower as well as “Bronx.” 

Ranges of tone give you better 
use of this plant for special sit¬ 
uations. “Spectabilis” iS a blaz¬ 
ing (Brassy) yellow Which may 
be too bold for some situations. 
It is heavy blooming arid early 
flowering compared ti*> many 
others. “Lynnwood Gold” is a 
good deep yellow but riot quite 
the flash of “Spectabilis”. This 
variety is heavy blooming and 
favored by many because of 
larger flowers and better tone. 
“Spring Glory” has large pale 
yellow flowers. This soft color 
fits many landscape situations. 
All are heavy blooming, vigor- 
, ous varieties maturing] to six- 


eight feet plants. Seasonal prun¬ 
ing in' late May will insure good 
form and heavy blooming. 

Sequence of flowering occurs 
when Forsythia ovata (Early 
Flowering Forsythia) and 
“Spectabilis” are used. “Early 
Flowering” will bloom a week 
or more before Spectabilis and 
provide an effective stretching 
of the season. When “Lynwood 
Gold” or “Spring Glory” is also 
used, the season may extend for 
three weeks or more. 

Pruning Hints 

Do not prune maples and 
birch in the spring. Profuse 
bleeding is very attractive to 
insects and fungus diseases. 
Hold off pruning until early 
summer for best health and 
safety of the tree. 

Stumps and Stump Grinders 

Would you like to get. rid of 
an unsightly stump in your 
lawn? 

Stump grinders can give you 
instant results. This isj a large 
vertical saw that grinds up the 
stump. When the job is fcomplete 
a shallow hole in the ground 
and a pile of fine chips is all 
that remains. When the hole is 
filled, grass can be planted, or 
sodded to complete th^ job. 

These grinders are not com¬ 
mon, but occasional [nursery¬ 
men and tree companies offer 
the service. 

Pink, Blue Hydrangeas 

Pink and blue hydrangeas are 
the same plant but different soil 
conditions will change their 
color. 

This hydrangea is the florists' 
variety with the ability to pro¬ 
duce blue /lowers in acid soil 
and pink flowers in I alkaline 
(sweet) soil. Gardeners can 
change colors by treating their 
soil to change this soil Jreaction. 
Adding lime will change the 
blue to pink while sulphur and 
aluminum sulphate will reverse 
the colors. If you try acidifying 
your soil use .the same formula 
mentioned for azaleas. 

Florists’ hydrangeas (Hydran- 
gen macrophylla or Hydrangea 
hortensis) produces flower buds 
during early fall. In the spring 
these plump buds develop shoots 
to produce the bouquet of pink 
or blue flowers during July and 
August. Severe weather or fall 
pruning eliminates the flowers 
but the hardy root will survive; — 

Good winter protection is the 
key to success. Eastern expos¬ 
ures break the severe winter 
winds. When west or South ex¬ 
posures occur you can protect 
the plants by mulching or wrap¬ 
ping. Completely coyer the 
twigs with leaves or boughs and 
burlap. 

Pruning in July will help con¬ 
trol size without destroying the 
flowers. Thin out the stems and 
prune back the rest. (Midsum¬ 
mer'pruning will result) in 10-15 
inches of new growth before fall 
and lots of flower budsi 

Species of hydrangeas with 
white flowers will noti change 
color when you treat (he soil. 
Several species are gijown in¬ 
cluding dwarfs, like the 3-foot 
high Snowhill hydrangea, to 
giants, like the 20-loot high 
Peegee hydrangea. If you need 
more color for mid July, a hy¬ 
drangea tvill be a good choice.

Define Its Powers, Limitations Clearly 

If, as Governor Ogilvie says, Illinois is 
losing the fight against crime, new and more 
comprehensive efforts should be made. 

Those who doubt the seriousness of the 
challenge to law enforcement need only note 
the number and severity of crimes occurring in 
their own community. Only last Thursday, four 
youths forced their way in and terrorized a 
Venice family for three hours while looting the 
home. Three St. Louisans tried to abduct a 
screaming Madison woman Friday night. A 
Granite City drug store was robbed Saturday 
night. 

Noting that crimes are increasing much 
faster than the population, the governor com¬ 
ments, “We must break the present cycle of 
arrests, incarcerations and release which, in a 
majority of cases, is repeated over and over. Illi¬ 
nois keeps its adult felons in prison longer than 
45 other states, yet the rate of return to prison 
is one of the highest. We speak of rehabilitation, 
but we provide only one vocational officer to 
every 50 custodial officers at Joliet." 

Most of his proposals are expected to have 
wide support, including formation of a Depart¬ 
ment of Corrections which would assume duties 
of the youth commission, operate all correctional 
instiutions and have authority to close down 
inadequate jails. He also wants a full-time pro¬ 
fessional Parole and Pardon Board, more state 
police and funds to complete a detailed study by 
the Illinois Law Enforcement Commission. 

The Senate and House Democratic leaders 
have voiced reservations about creating a De¬ 
partment of Law Enforcement staffed with FBI- 
type professionals to be known as the Illinois 
Bureau of Investigation. Their points about 
home rule are well taken, but it is noteworthy 
that the Federal Bureau of Investigation has 
been an asset despite initial opposition to a "na¬ 
tional police force." In Illinois as in the U. S., 
the solution should he well-thought-out, clearly 
defined powers and limitations.

Across - the - river editorial concern about 
Walter Simmons constituting the major oppo¬ 
nent of Patrick Riddleberger for the Democratic 
state senator nomination may be misplaced. Still 
on the ballot although later appointed as appel¬ 
late court clerk, Simmons is not campaigning 
actively, either to win or to give party leaders 
a chance to choose a nominee in a "smoke- 
filled room.” But there are three other candi¬ 
dates, including one who came within a few 
votes of being elected to the Illinois House last 


The possibility of a debate between the 
two Madison mayor candidates is a praiseworthy 
development. Such debates have been con¬ 
ducted in Granite City this year and four years 
ago and added substantially to the information 
on which voters could base their decision. 

Because politics is taken so seriously in 
Madison that objectivity is difficult for those di¬ 
rectly concerned, we feel moved to make a few 
Suggestions, including the obvious comment that 
such a debate should be arranged and con¬ 
ducted by a disinterested group, not someone 
aligned with either candidate. By disinterested, 
we don't mean uninterested, but someone not 
. directly affected by the outcome and capable of 

( maintaining an atmosphere of fairness and 
decorum. 

Madison officials are convinced that their 
city has been blessed by the most, experienced, 
expert, farsighted administration of any munici¬ 
pality in Illinois. Dissenters say long tenure can 
create special problems and they argue that in 
some cases official displeasure at dissent has 
exceeded reasonable bounds. 

Although a lively campaign is in prospect 
and no "meeting of minds" between opposing 
groups is likely, we suspect that both sides could 
be right. 

We cannot visualize the Madison industrial 
park getting off to such a successful start with 
anyone other than the incumbent in the top city 
office. The political success of the organization 
which came to power in 1942 is apparent. And 
from an administrative and planning standpoint, 
the city is “light years” ahead of many Illinois 
communities, judging by the problems discussed 
at yearly Municipal League meetings. 

On the other hand, the structure has been ' 
essentially based on "bread and butter”—ballot 
support in order to retain a job or a relative's 
job—rather than on the stands taken on various 
issues; this has lessened official response to 
public wishes in such matters as tavern policies. 
Influence has tended to spread outward- to other 
parts of the Quad-Cities and Madison county, 
and to the courts. "Againners” have been ridi¬ 
culed by some hangers-on as somehow “un- 
American," when in reality competition is more 
American than is control by a single, all-power¬ 
ful party. 

We would like to see a debate occur but 
we think it should be accompanied by a de-esca¬ 
lation of the controversy, with more emphasis 
on documented facts than emotion, and a turn¬ 
ing away from character assassination by any 
and all campaigners. 

We do not minimize the importance of 
elections in a democracy, but it should be kept 
in mind that April I 5 will not mean "the end of 
the world” in Madison, regardless of what hap¬ 
pens at the polling places that day.

Community facilities are those 
physical improvements required 
In order for the city and other 
local jurisdictions to provide 
the various services which have 
become essential to everday 
community life. 

Since these physical improve¬ 
ments require considerable cap¬ 
ital expenditures, it becomes 
an economic necessity that 
these facilities are anticipated 
and planned for in order to pre¬ 
vent costly repetition or inade¬ 
quate service. 

The Granite City community 
facilities plan includes schools, 
parks, recreation facilities and 
municipal buildings. 

Municipal facilities consist of 
those administered by the city 
government. 

In order to accommodate an 
expanding population and in¬ 
crease fire and police protec¬ 
tion, it is recommended that the, 
city establish a combination 
police-fire substation along Pon¬ 
toon road and a police substa¬ 
tion in Planning District One. 
This district is southwest of In¬ 
terstate 270 and Illinois High¬ 
way Three and includes West 
Granite City. 

Presently, the area along 
Pontoon road receives adequate 
police and fire protection. How-

ever, the area is rapidly being 
developed, and additional police 
and fire protection will be need¬ 
ed in the future. 

Planning District One is pe¬ 
riodically isolated from the re. 
mainder of the community by 
a high volume of rail traffic. 
Therefore, It is recommended 
that the city establish a police 
sub-station in conjunction with 
the existing fire station along 
Rock road. 

During the planning pe¬ 
riod of now through 1985, 
recreational facilities will 
need to be increased by ap¬ 
proximately 400 acres, an 
increase of about 177%. 
Although the proposed 1985 
recreational acreage is slightly 
below the National Recreational 
Standard of 10 acres per 1000 
population, the difference will 
be absorbed by the use of re¬ 
gional recreational facilities. 

Also, a part of the 1985 rec¬ 
reational needs can be served 
by the use of school play¬ 
grounds. »

A Madison man employed at the American Steel plant was 
slugged and robbed of his pay check by two men at noon Saturday 
while on his way home and was left lying along railroad tracks 
west of the Commonwealth plant for three hours before he woke 
up with a headache. 

Frank M. Cauger, a pioneer resident and toe first Republican 
postmaster of Granite City, died after an illness of several years. 
Moving here in 1895 from Indiana, he became active in the devel¬ 
opment of civic and commercial interests and served as post¬ 
master until 1908, a total of 11 years, after being appointed during 
President McKinley’s administration. The post office was located 
in the old Buente building at 18th and D streets at that time.
